Though  there  have  been  several  books 
on  the  behavior  of  the  giant  panda  in 
the  zoo  environment,  this  is  the  only 
study  of  the  wild  and  natural  habitat 
of  the  panda  in  Western  China.  It  is 
also  a  rare  look  at  a  little-known  part 
of  Asia. 

Based  on  his  experiences  during  a 
pre- World  War  II  expedition  into  the 
remote  high  mountain  country  of 
China,  naturalist  William  Sheldon  has 
written  far  more  than  a  scholarly 
tract  on  pandas.  His  first-hand  ac- 
coimts  of  the  land  and  its  people,  and 
the  difficulties  of  doing  field  research 
in  an  area  where  no  westerner  has 
been  since  that  time,  are  extraordin- 
ary and  of  great  value.  A  number  of 
his  photographs  are  featured  and  ad- 
ditional photos  have  been  provided. 

Much  of  the  book  is  written  in  nar- 
rative style  describing  tracking  pandas 
across  the  land  and  in  the  snow,  the 
other  mammals  and  birds  that  share 
the  habitat  with  the  giant  panda,  and 
details  of  the  general  ecology  of  the 
wild  and  beautiful  region  known  as 
"Panda  Country." 


Former  head  of  the  Massachusetts 
Cooperative  Wildlife  Unit  situated  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
William  G.  Sheldon  is  best  known  for 
his  research  on  the  American  Wood- 
cock {The  Book  of  the  American 
Woodcock,  1967).  In  addition  to  this 
work  and  his  panda  research,  he  has 
also  studied  mountain  sheep  in  British 
Columbia  and  done  field  research  on 
numerous  mammals  and  birds  in 
North  America.

The  second  volume  in  this  distinguished 
series  includes  generous  samplings  from 
Du  Bois's  voluminous  correspondence 
in  the  decade  following  his  resignation 
from  the  NAACP  in  1934  until  his  re- 
turn in  1944. 

After  his  return  to  Atlanta  University 
at  the  age  of  66,  Du  Bois's  fantastic  ener- 
gies continued  undiminished  in  the 
search  for  justice  and  progress  for  his 
people.  Maintaining  his  intellectual 
leadership  in  weekly  columns  in  the 
Pittsburgh  Courier  and  the  Amsterdam 
News,  Du  Bois  founded  and  edited  the 
Phylon  quarterly,  and  labored  to  revive 
his  seminal  Atlanta  Studies,  to  develop 
a  comprehensive  Encyclopedia  of  the 
Negro  and  to  establish  cooperative  ef- 
forts to  avert  war  and  ameliorate  the 
effects  of  the  Great  Depression  in  the 
United  States.  In  speeches,  articles  and 
books,  most  notably  his  classic  Black 
Reconstruction  (1935),  Du  Bois  ce- 
mented his  reputation  as  the  pre-em- 
inent student  of  the  Negro  experience 
in  America. 

Because  Du  Bois  was  in  constant 
touch  with  a  vast  assemblage  of  people- 
obscure  and  prominent— this  volume  of 
—his  correspondence  illuminates  a  tur- 
bulent decade  of  world  history  and  the 
mature  thought  of  a  great  American. 
Introduction  and  notes  by  the  editor 
explain  the  circumstances  and  identify 
the  personalities  involved  in  the  letters. 


Dr.  Herbert  Aptheker,  Du  Bois's 
friend  and  colleague  for  many  years,  is 
a  well-known  historian  of  the  Afro- 
American  experience.  He  is  presently 
preparing  some  forty  volumes  of  Du 
Bois's  published  works  in  addition  to 
the  Correspondence  and  unpublished 
papers.  Dr.  Aptheker  is  director  of  the 
American  Insitutue  for  Marxist  Studies 
in  New  York  City  and  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Qty  College  of  New 
York. 

The  first  volume,  published  in  1973, 
has  been  critically  acclaimed.

Images  of  romance  and  tragedy  have 
long  been  associated  with  the  splendid 
moths  of  the  genus  Catocala,  popularly 
known  as  the  "underwings"  because  of 
their  brilliantly  patterned  hindwings. 
These  elegant  insects  are  for  the  first 
time  the  subject  of  a  full-length  study 
which  will  be  of  interest  both  to  ama- 
teur naturalists  and  professional  biolo- 
gists. 

Iheodore  Sargent,  an  internation- 
ally known  authority  on  the  Catocala, 
has  spent  the  past  ten  years  gathering 
observational  and  experimental  data 
for  this  volume.  The  result  of  his  in- 
tensive and  dedicated  research  is  a 
complete  survey  of  the  species  of  eas- 
tern North  America,  a  summary  of 
current  biological  information  on 
Catocala,  and  recent  reports  on  some 
of  the  scientific  investigations  being 
conducted  on  these  moths. 

To  the  layman  discovering  the 
lure  of  the  showy  Catocala,  Mr.  Sar- 
gent's work  will  be  helpful  in  learning 
collecting  procedures  and  traps,  rear- 
ing (the  author  has  reared  over  half  of 
a  local  species  from  egg  to  adult ),  and 
in  understanding  their  diverse  life 
history. 

Legion  of  Night:  The  Underwing 
Moths  is  profusely  illustrated  with 
drawings  by  Katherine  A.  Sargent,  and 
photographs  by  Harold  J.  Vermes,  of 
the  moths  and  their  life-cycle  stages. 
Tables,  graphs  and  appendices  are  also 
included  to  summarize  scientific  in- 
formation.

This  new  textbook /workbook  is  speci- 
fically designed  as  a  course  in  English 
as  a  second  language  for  adults  in  North 
America.  It  is  based  on  the  everyday 
language  and  situations  they  encounter. 

The  course  is  strictly  sequenced  in 
presentation  so  that  students  get  a  step 
by  step,  systematic  view  of  English.  It 
is  organized  into  three-hour  lessons 
(160  in  all  included  in  four  books), 
with  plenty  of  teacher's  notes  and  sug- 
gestions allowing  for  easy  lesson  plan- 
ning, and  flexible  and  accurate  student 
placement.

"The  significance  of  this  inquiry  at 
present  hes  in  the  fact  that  liberal 
principles  are  not  only  highly  ques- 
tionable in  theory  but  are  being  cast 
aside  everywhere,"  states  Glenn  Under 
in  his  effort  to  construct  a  new  basis 
for  the  ideal  of  tolerauice  and  to  save 
civility  from  defeat.

collective  existence. 

Tolerance:  Toward  a  New  Civility 
argues  convincingly  that  these  founda- 
tions are  more  appropriate  to  today's 
needs  and  conditions,  offering  a  new 
way  of  looking  at  politics,  human  re- 
lationships, and  the  ideal  of  civility.

In  introducing  his  poetry,  Alvin 
Greenberg  states  that  it  is  "awfully 
difficult  to  provide  a  descriptive  sum- 
mary of  a  book  of  poems."  We  agree, 
but  will  attempt  to  do  so  by  suggest- 
ing that  Metaform  is  a  book  of  signs, 
as  well  as  a  book  about  signs. 

The  narrator  is  an  epistemologist 
on  a  journey,  looking  for  signs  to  ac- 
curately decipher  the  self,  the  world, 
and  art  itself.  The  poems  move  from 
scenes  of  isolation,  death,  and  contain- 
ment into  widening  landscapes  which 
are  "studded  with  signposts,"  and 
where 

We  must  all  identify  each  other 

correctly, 
devouring  the  contradictions  of 

stop  and  go, 
planting  ourselves  along  the 

dangerous  curves. 
Only  then  can  we  decipher  our  own 

directions, 
reading  'everything  leads  to 

everything  else.' 

The  signs  can  be  deceptive,  or  "have 
absolutely  nothing  to  tell  you,"  or 
lead  to  the  "ultimate  landscape,"  as 
they  do  in  Metaform.

Shakespeare's  Creation  investigates  a 
fundamental  pattern  of  creation  in 
Shakespeare's  art,  discerning  a  conflict 
between  visionary  wonder  and  more 
rational  forms  of  thought. 

Analyzing  representative  works, 
including  a  group  of  sonnets,  Love 's 
Labour's  Lost,  A  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,  Romeo  and  Juliet,  The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice,  Hamlet,  Pericles,  and 
The  Winter's  Tale,  the  author  finds  a 
persistent  use  of  ambiguity,  irony,  and 
paradox  which  create  a  sense  of  won- 
der capable  of  diverging  either  into 
transcendence  and  love  or  madness 
and  destruction. 

Shakespeare's  approach  to  idea  and 
character,  Farrell  argues,  resembles 
conjuring.  The  poet  invokes  the  inef- 
fables  to  elicit  the  deepest  intuitions 
and  wishes  of  his  characters  and  aud- 
ience. At  the  same  time,  fearing  that 
such  conjuring  may  be  delusive, 
ShakespcEire  strives  repeatedly  in  his 
art  to  discover  how  visionary  and  con- 
ventional modes  of  imagination  may 
be  reconciled. 

In  this  original  critical  study  the 
author  suggests  that  Shakespeare's 
exploration  of  the  imagination's 
rhythm  of  destruction  and  renewal  is 
one  of  his  most  significant  themes.

The  first  book-length  study  of  Ameri- 
can involvement  in  the  Sino-Japanese 
War,  this  study  traces  the  diplomatic, 
naval,  public  and  press  response  to 
this  neglected  Asian  War. 

Drawing  on  official  records,  pri- 
vate papers,  memoirs  and  selected  re- 
gional newspapers,  Mr.  Dorwart  shows 
how  the  second  Cleveland  Adminis- 
tration was  forced  by  a  sense  of  moral 
obhgation  and  growing  pubhc  sym- 
pathy for  Japan  to  increase  the  Amer- 
ican military  and  political  presence  in 
Eastern  Asia.  The  resultant  "gunboat 
diplomacy,"  a  product  of  the  legalis- 
tic policies  of  good  offices  and  neu- 
trahty  espoused  by  Cleveland  and  his 
Secretary  of  State  Walter  Q.  Gresham, 
developed  in  direct  contradiction  to 
their  non-expansionist  principles. 

The  study  concludes  with  a  per- 
suasive argument  that  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  "excessively  moralistic- 
legalistic  foreign  policies"  by  Cleve- 
land and  Gresham  during  the  Sino- 
Japanese  War  established  precedents 
for  future  American  activity  in  East 
Asia,  particularly  during  the  Boxer 
Rebellion  and  the  Russo-Japanese  War 
of  1904-1905. .

In  this  concise  study  of  Sartre's  early 
concept  of  a  person,  the  author  recon- 
structs his  position,  to  show  that  his 
analysis  is  basically  coherent,  that  he 
addresses  himself  to  many  of  the  is- 
sues which  concern  contemporary 
English-speaking  philosophers,  and 
that  he  also  raises  significant  new 
questions. 

"For  Sartre,  the  concept  of  the  per- 
son is  ambiguous.  In  addition  to  being 
a  body-subject,  the  person  is  a  pattern 
or  system  of  conscious  relations  to 
objects  and  other  people.  .  .  .  Sartre's 
primary  emphasis  is  on  the  person 
considered  as  a  moral  agent,  rather 
than  as  a  perceiver." 

Drawing  useful  comparisons  with 
the  views  of  Strawson,  Shoemaker, 
Russell,  Ryle,  Chisholm,  and  others, 
the  author  turns  to  a  number  of  ques- 
tions which  Sartre  has  also  considered: 
Can  statements  about  mental  pheno- 
mena be  reduced  to  statements  about 
physical  phenomena?  Can  persons  con- 
ceivably exist  apart  from  bodies?  How' 
does  one  know  other  minds  exist? 
What  ambiguity,  if  any,  does  the  word 
"I"  hold? 

Most  of  the  new  questions  raised 
by  Sartre  involve  his  view  of  memory 
as  an  intentional  concept  and  are  de- 
signed to  provide  support  for  the  posi- 
tion that  persons  are  accountable  mor- 
al agents.  The  work  concludes  with  a 
discussion  of  his  concept  of  a  "funda- 
mental project"  which  informs  the 
life  of  the  person.
